Therefore, the control unit , power 
electronics, auxiliary control unit , motor , detector must be shown or the feature(s) 
canceled from the claim(s).

Claims 11-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the 
invention. It is not clear what is and how it is verifying presence of one or more definite 
error states taking into account a maximum loading capacity. .

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention.

6. Claim 11 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. It is not clear what the definite error states is and taking into 
account a maximum loading capacity is . 

7. As best can be understood , the following rejection applies 

8. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

9. Claims 11-19 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being unpatentable over 
Klaussner in view of EP 9201 19 both cited by applicant . 
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1 0. Klaussner discloses method ob braking motor which can be driven by dc , the 
method comprising verifying presence of one or more definite error states taking into 
account a maximum loading capacity of one or more control units connected to motor 
and carrying out a control of motor to brake motor based on definite error state, see col 
2 lines 1-25, col 3 lines 5-25 . Klaussner lacks disclosing , determining control current, , 
current rpm of motor and pwm. EP 9201 19 discloses determining current rpm of motor 
and control currents , and pwm , see abstract and figure , #12, #63,#20, #10 . It would 
have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to combine the method of braking 
motor of Klaussner with pwm , and determining current rpm of motor and control 
currents of EP 9201 19 for improved control.
